Tells Negroes He May Refuse Per- 
mit to “Clansman’”’ Movie O. K.’d 
by Mrs. Carter Harrison. 


Chicago is not likely to see The Birth 
of a Nation after all. | 

The much discussed film, which was 
passed a month ago “ by executive or- 
der after it had been viewed privately 
by Mrs. Carter H. Harrison and Charles 
C. Fitzmortia, the mayor's secretary, now 
appears to have escaped the clutches of 
the Chicago board of censors only to run. 
afoul of the forbidding hand of William 
Hale Thompson, mayor elect.

Ciara Garton, 10 year old blonde who 
until last Thursday morning occupied the 
first floor front at 3645 Indiana avenue, is 
being sought by the police in connection 
with a padlocked death mystery on which 
they stumbled in a little delicatessen shop 
at 3659 Indiana avenue yesterday. 
Policemen Ahern and Padden were 
passing the delicatessen when they no- 
ticeed the doors and windows were se- 
curely fastened with new padlocks and 
steel bolts. A small girl told them the 
place had been locked since oe 
They forced the door. 


Find Body in Alcove. 

In an alcove under the stairway they 
found Burt Aikman, the proprietor, dead. 
The body was covered by a blanket. Tho 
man apparently had been dead severa! 
days. This was the story they gathered. 

Aikman had been known under the 
aliases of Charles Graft, Aiken, and 
Ackerman. Bank books and memoranda 
were found showing he had deposited 
approximately $9,000 in Chicago banks. 

Three months ago he and Harry Saun- 
ders, wheseaddress the pol hoe refused to 
reveal, rette the store, paid three 
months’ rent in advance, and opened a 
delicatessen and restaurant. The part- 
ners had some financial difficulty. 


Girl Known as Daughter. 
Aikman went to room and board at a 


rooming house conducted by Mrs. Elsie 
St. Clair and a man known as Harry St. 
Clair at 3645 Indiana avenue. Clara Gar- 
ton, known as Kitty the Blonde, oo- 
eupied the front parlor on the first floor 
and Aikmaft occupied the adjoining room 
to the rear. At times ine Garton girl 
posed as hisdaughter. According to other 
roomers at the place the Garton girl was 
believed to be a victim of the drug habit. 

Last Tuesday Peart Hastings purchased 
the rooming house and the St. Clairs left, 
He said they evidently had filled the 
house with “phony” lodgers in order to 
make the sale, ag many left when he took 
charge. 

Worth Lot of Money. 

In pointing Out Aikman’s room Mrs. 
St. Clair is said to have told Hastings, 
„That is worth a lot of money. Some- 
times he’s away several nights ata time.” 

The St. Clairs left on Tuesday and with 
them went a sister of Mra. St. Clair. The 
Garton girl left the house at 8 o'clock 
Wednesday night and at 10:30 that night 
was seen leaving the delicatessen. That 
was the last time neighbors saw the store- 
keeper alive. 

The next morning the Garton girl told 
Hastings she was going to leave. Sheap- 
peared to be nervous. 


Mre. Hallie Schatz, who lives on the 


third floor, said she had quarreied with 
the Garton girl two weeks before and that 
Mrs. St. Clair had warned her husband 
to watoh the girl. Accordingly Schats 
decided to follow the girl when e left 


‘on Thursday morning. He followed her 
‘to the elevated station at Forty-third 


street, where she boarded a northbound 
train. The gates were slammed in 
Schatz's face 

A bank book of the Franklin Trust and 
Savings bank showed Aikman had $1,000 
on deposit there on Feb. 16, but had 
checked out more than 0 since then. 
A letter in his pockets caused the police

Allies Repulse 
German Attacks 
in Belgian Field 


Line Held, but Renewal 
of Effort to Reach 


Coast Expected. 


BATTLE IN WOEVRE 


from the front declare that the allies have 
succeeded in stopping the desperate drive 
of the Germans on the line near Yoree 
in Beigium. 

N ie admitted, however, that further 
attacks are to be expected. It ie known 


‘that the German general staff traneferred 


a large number of troope to the weet to 


that a half million new German troops 
have reached Flanders and that more 
gune and material are to be used than 
were provided in the origina! attempts to 


attempts which met with Saélure both in 
August and in October. 

The Germans also are making desperate 
efforts t6 break the French line near 
Combres, in the Woevre digtrict. The 
Germans claim to have made 9 
advances there. 

Liserne Retaken by Allies. 

The following statemetst was issued this 
afternoon at the Belgian legation: 

‘ Lilserne (Belgium, west of the Teer 
canal), whith wes taken by the enemy 
on Friday night, bas been retaken today 
by Fran- elfen troops. 

Our artillery has replied successfully 
to a fire directed at the Whole length of 
our front by German betteries. 

* N 12 Notwithstanding * strong wind our 
aviators have been able d make useful 
reconnaiesances."’ 

French Official 

PARIS, April 25.—The waroffice state. 
ment of this afternoon was és follows: 

In Belghuni, our counter attacks con- 
tinued successfully in chose coUperation 
with our allles. The Germans, who at- 
tacked us with two army corps, continued 
to employ asphyxiating gases during the 
day. Some of their projectiles which did 
not explode were found to contain a large 
quantity of these gases. 

We have made considerable progress 
towards the north, on the right bank of 
the Teer canal. The British troops, not- 
withstanding the violent attack of the 
Germans on Saturday evening, have 
maintained all their poaitions. 

“Im the Argonne we took a German 
trench, captured two machine guns, and 
made some prisoners. The action was a 
local one, although it was of the most 
violent character. 

On the heights of the Meuse, at the 
Colonne trench, the Germans made an 
attack with an entire division on a front 
of two-thirds of a mile. At first they 
compelled our first line to give way, but 
were completely driven out by a counter 
attack.” \ 

German Official Report. 

BERLIN, April %.—Army headquar- 
ters gave out today the following report: 

** Western theater of war: 

* We obtained further results at Ypres. 
The ground captured on April 23 north of 
Ypres was still retained yesterday in spite 
of the attacks of the enemy. Further 
east we continued our attack and took 
by storm the Bolaert farm, southwest of 
St. Julien, as well as the villages of St. 
Julien and Kereseleers, and advanced 
victoriously toward Gravenstafe!. 

4A British counter attack against our 
positions west of St. Julien was repulsed. 

West of Wiel, attempts of the British 
to make an attack were quenched at the 
start by the fire of our artillery. 

“In the Argonne, we repulsed an at- 
tack by two French battalions north of 
Four-de- Paris. 

“In the Meuse hills, southwest of Com- 
bres, the French suffered a heavy defeat. 
We broke through many French lines 
lying one behind the other. The French 
attempted to retake the captured terri- 
tory, but again fatied.”
